-Libel: An Easy Guide to Getting Sued 
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Northern Region Snubbed at CFS-0

Northern regions of Ontario 
have once again been ignored by the 
Southern region. At the Canadian 
Federation of Students -Ontario 
(CFS-0) Semi-Annual General 
meeting, held in London, Ontario 
from January 11 to 16, an attempt to 
reinstate the Northern Students 
Representative was defeated. As well, 
an attempt to decomponentize the 
provincial organization was averted. 

The Northern representative 
position, which had been removed at 
last June ' s meeting, was discussed as 
a possible rc-addition to the CFS-0 



Board. "This is an important position, 
one which assures that the specific 
interests and concerns of Northern 
regions are being taken into 
consideration," said Kevin Dorse, VP 
External SGA."It [the vote] came 
down to aquestion of personality and 
mutual back-scratching." Also cause 
for concern was the fact that Nipissing 
University 's proxy was being held by 
the representatives from the York 
Federation of Students. 

The day before the vote, the 
issue of Northern Representative was 
heavily supported. After some 
politicking, however, student 
representatives backed down and 
voted against the reinstatement 
proposal. York voted against the 
reinstatement with Nipissing's proxy. 
"It is surprising that a northern 
university's proxy would be used to 



vote against a motion that directly 
affects it," Dorse said. 

Another contentious point 
was the attempt to decomponentize 
CFS-0 from the national body, CFS. 
This was proposed by the Ryerson 
SAC and Ottawa FEEU, in which the 
name would revert back to the original 
"Ontario Federation of Students". 
The logic behind this move is that it 
would give student groups across the 
province the choice whether they want 
to be members of the provincial and/ 
or federal body. Ernest Ashford, VP 
External of the York Federation of 
Students was instrumental with this 
motion; with two proxies (one from 
Nipissing University and Atkinson 
College), he instigated the move 
which was to remove CFS-0 from 
the CFS umbrella. 

"I don't feel that Ashford 



was representing the best interest of 
the students that elected him," Troy 
Whetstone, President SGA, said. 
Students at York had a referendum 
last November to decide whether or 
not they would remain within CFS; 
the results were a resounding 67% in 
favour of remaining with the 
organization. "Ash ford's actions are 
in direct violation of his students* 
wishes. How can he lobby to 
decomponentize after they [York 
students] vote to stay? It smacks of 
personal agenda." 

Ashford explained his side 
of the situation by saying that he 
"was trying to assure that students 
have a choice of organizations." "The 
organization is experiencing a serious 
decline in membership. CFS-0 is 
losing the big schools but recruiting 
many smaller schools. By 



decomponentizing, we can attempt 
to attract those schools which have 
left. In political circles, the name 
CFS-0 is not well regarded and we 
felt this would be the best course of 
action," Ashford explained. He 
continued **Students would not lose 
either organization; instead they 
would be given a choice. The way 
the structure is set now, students are 
forced to belong to both [organi- 
zations]. This decomponency would 
give students an option, a choice.*' 

Whetstone adds that this is 
not the time to fracture the 
organization, "In a time of crisis, we 
need to band together, to present a 
united student movement. With 
skyrocketing tuition fees, cutbacks 
of programs and others, how can we, 
the students, be taken seriously if we 
can't keep our own house in order?'* 



Canadian Media l\/liss Big Stories

"All the news that's fit to 
print" is not a fitting motto for many 
Canadian media organizations, 
according to a recent list of undcr- 
rcportcd stories prepared by Project 
Censored Canada. 

The list is composed of 10 
stories of major importance to 
Canadians which have been ignored 
by most mainslrcam media outlets. 

They range from stories 
about ovc r 1 ook i ng cost lynon- violent 
crime by Canadian professionals and 
corporations, to stories describing the 
Canadian government's support for 
resettlement projects funded by the 
World Bank. 

Project Censored Canada is 
an organization founded in the late- 
eighties by the Department of 
ConuTiunications at Simon Eraser 
University, the Uni\ ersily of Windsor 
and the Canadian Association of 



Journalists. It is modeled on a similar 
group in the United States. 

"We seem to be seeing 
evidence for the systematic exclusion 
of material which presents free market 
economics and private enterprise in a 
negative light," wrote media 
commentator James Winter in a recent 
issue of Canadian Dimensions. 

Winter believes that the 
media is tacitly agreeing with the 
nco-conscrvative agenda of big 
business and financial institutions, 
and aiding and abetting the political 
agendas of deficit-cutters across 
Canada. 

"These top censored stories 
had as their central focus views which 
challenge or oppose corporate 
ownership values," wrote Winter. 

Not only has the mainstream 
media overlooked important issues, 
according to Winter, but the focus on 
sensational crimes — especially the 



O.J. Simpson and Paul Bernardo 
trials — has distracted people from 
more important issues. 

"The media are adept at the 
magician*s trick of misdirection, or 
distracting audiences away from 
important matters and directing them 
to the trivial and unimportant," 
according to Winter. 

This corporate control has a 
massive effect on public debate, and 
the ability of people to make informed 
political statements, according to 
Winter. The result is the 
"depoliticisation of the populace, a 
dumbing down of political thought." 

Kim Goldberg, a freelance 
journalist who writes for many 
alternative and mainstream 
publications in British Columbia, 
agreed with Winter's analysis. 

"The emphasis on *bread 
and circuses' issues in the media 
makes us unable to think as 
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individuals," she said. *'The media 
don't show the larger reasons behind 
events. We get famines, blockades, 
even 'ethnic cleansing* presented as 
isolated events, with no larger 
structural explanations," she said. 

In this environment, news 
becomes "a fistful of sand thrown in 
your eyes, isolated particles with no 
context or analysis." 

As well, the creation of the 
deficit hysteria, in Goldberg's view, 
has been "part of a red herring-like 
strategy to keep people distracted." 
Goldberg added that this obsession 
over the deficit in the mainstream 
media has served the purposes of 
certain sectors in business and 
finance. 

"It serves the corporate 
interest by providing the deficit as a 
pretext forslashing government social 
programmes. Less social programmes 
mean a more desperate, and less 
united, work force to bargain with 
employers," she said. 

The cause of the omissions 
of the stories in the recent Project 



Censored Canada list are not only 
due to corporate control of 
newspapers and other media, but also 
due to the way journalists are taught 
and carry out their duties, according 
to Goldberg. 

"Emerging reporters are not 
encouraged to show any investigative 
zeal" either in Journalism schools or 
in newspapers, according to 
Goldberg. 

"They are not taught that 
they should question all institutions 
of power: governmental, corporate, 
religious," she said. Although the 
corporate agenda has influenced 
journalists, they are also at fault for 
not "constantly probing and doubting 
information from all power sources," 
she said. 

"Why are all the experts 
quoted in mainstream papers from 
business, government or academia? 
Statements arc sometimes 
regurgitated without question, and 
journalists have become glorified 
stenographers," said Goldberg.

1 . AECL requires almost $300 million 
to clean up old nuclear facilities — a 
fact that is not represented in the 
financial statements of the Crown 
corporation. 

2. The Inter-Provincial Trade 
Agreement — signed in 1994 to 
eliminate barriers to trade between 
provinces — may reduce the 
provinces' ability to legislate 
standards for labour practices. 

3. Under the Global Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade (GATT), plant 
extracts and their genetic code can be 
patented by northern multinationals. 
The concern is that the intellectual 
property of indigenous peoples and 
other southern agricultural workers, 
might one day be put at risk. 

4. The public and media fascination 
and obsession with violent crime has 
caused a lack of concern over non- 
violent crime by professionals and 
corporations which may be costing 
Canada billions of dollars. 

5. Although the 'smuggling' of 
cigarettes by aboriginal communities 
has attracted much media attention, 
the comp lie illy of large cigarette 
companies in the smuggling racket 



went under- reported. 

6. Interest payments on the federal 
debt have soared to almost $40 billion 
each year, and the main beneficiaries 
are the banks. An alternative plan for 
deficit reduction — low interest loans 
provided by the Bank of Canada — 
would relieve calls for spending cuts 
but has received scant media attention. 

7. The Canadian Wilflife Federation 
(CWF) which claims to be Canada's 
greatest protector of wildlife, is run 
mostly by people who kill animals 
for sport. But from the way it 
publicises itself, few non-hunters who 
support its fund raising efforts are 
likely to know this. 

8. The World Bank, backed by donor 
nations like Canada, is funding 
development projects that will force 
millions of people off of their land to 
make way for the building of over 
1 00 hydroelectric dams. 

9. Canada could risk environmental 
disaster if it does not impose more 
stringent controls on its fish farming 
industry. Critics worry that Atlantic 
salmon could escape from their 
Pacific pens and contaminate 
indigenous stocks.

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University Experience in Vain?

The first thing I remember 
about Laurent ian University is lining 
up behind a mob of people, ready to 
write the WAC test very early in the 
morning. As if the thought of 
university itself wasn't intimidating 
enough, the thousands of students 
surrounding me brought back 
memories of my first days in high 
school. Although I could feel the 
excitement, 1 felt somewhat 
overwhelmed, wondering if I'd ever 
adapt to such a large institution. 

In the days that followed, I 
developed certain expectations as to 
what university was all about 
(fortunately a good Frosh week helped 
ease much of the tension). I was 
enrolled in the Neuroscience program, 
and figured that by the end of four 
years, I would pretty much be a 
pseudo-psychiatrist; heck, I'd know 
all about what makes people "tick" 
and I'd be rolling in the money after 
having my lab-tech job handed down 



to me t>n a silver platter! In a nutshell, 
I saw university strictly as a place to 
get a four- year degree which qualified 
me for a prestigious career. 

Since then, three years have 
passed, and experience has given me 
a better grip on reality. I've learned 
that university is more than just a 
place to study for a prestigious career. 
It is a place to learn more about the 
workings of the world, but more tlian 
that, it is a place to learn more about 
yourself. University is an institution 
which gives you the chance to learn 
aboutyourabilitics, your inclinations, 
and also your limitations. 

Many students view 
university as simply an institution of 
knowledge. "Why do I want to learn 
all of this material I'm never going to 
use anyway?" is an infamous quote 
most often heard during exam time. 
What most students don't realize, 
however, is that if nothing else, 
university teaches us about 
perseverance and accomplishment. 
Taking assignments as an example, 
we often feel the pressure of finishing 
several of them in what seems to be a 
compressed time slot. Even those of 
us who cram the midnight before 
specified due dates will often get the 



job done (at the expense of our good 
friend sleep, of course!) By getting 
the job done, you prove to yourself, 
and others, that you can accomplish 
something given a reasonable amount 
of time. This quality is what most 
employers are looking for: meeting 
deadlines with a specified amount of 
work. In fact, first-year students will 
often find it easier to find jobs when 
they refer to their undergraduate 
program - the word ''university" is 
often synonymous with 

"responsible." 

As a university, Laurentian 
is fortunate in that it can provide a 
"homey" feeling for students, being 
one of the smaller schools in the 
province. This is particularly 
important, since it allows us to learn 
more about ourselves in a cozy 
environment. Discovering our 
interests and abilities allows us to 
develop as individual persons, and 
gives us feelings of confidence and 
self- worth. When I first came to the 
university, I was interested in learning 
why people behave the way they do. 
As I learned about the neuroscientific 
theories, I swayed towards the 
humanistic approach, since I felt that 
people were more than just biological 



machines. Having a strong interest in 
business, I decided that the field of 
Industrial Psychology would be very 
interesting and practical (these types 
of psychologists arc hired by 
advertising executives, to develop 
promotional plans - a million dollar 
industry!) As I began writing more 
and more essays, I decided to get 
involved with Lambda, and have now 
taken much interest in the field of 
journalism. Although these '*jumps*' 
in academic fields would seem 
irregular, they have given me a clear 
perspective on my own potential, 
interests and inclinations. I am 
confident in my abilities, and feel 
confident enough to apply to a number 
of post-graduate disciplines.

I 
find that when choosing a political 
party, a lot of people join the party 
that best represents their values at 
that time. Yet as time goes on, they 
end up molding themselves to the 
party image — allowing the party to 
dictate its values to them — rather 
thancontinuingtodictate their values 
to the party. 

If I choose not to defend my 
party on every issue, I really don ' t see 



what the big deal is. How come the 
leaders of the various parties can hold 
a friendly discussion with one another 
over a beer in the pub, but feel they 
must treat each other like the devil 
incarnate when they are debating 
political issues in the Legislature? 
Why is itpcmiissible todisagrec with 
party lines during the caucus 
meetings, but not while the House is 
sitting? 

Theoretically, motions and 
bills are supposed to be debated on 
the floor but that is not the practice. 
Once something is introduced on the 
floor ofthc legislature, it has basically 
passed, having already been debated 



during the ruling party's Caucus and 
Cabinet meetings. Consequently, 
debate in the Legislature is reduced 
to a mere formality in which the 
Government and the Opposition 
compete for the omnipotent sound- 
byte that will plague the evening news. 
And as partisanship becomes 
synonymous with political debate, 
like so many other Canadians I am 
left wondering: why can't we look 
beyond our party lines, and towards 
the issues themselves.

Konnichiwa, my soccer 
friends. Libero, libero, the soccer 
news continues and unfortunately so 
do the hooHgan problems. With no 
more delay, let's begin. 

In Greece, Panathinaikos, 
in a bid to help leading scorer Krystof 
Warzycha, have signed 20-year-old 
Brazilian striker Eliomar Carvalho: 
Their triumphant progress in the 
UEFA Champions League continues 
to amaze fans, as Panathinaikos have 
a place in the quarter-finals against 
Legia Warsaw from Poland... 
Meanwhile, an opinion poll has 
shown that 28.5 percent of Greeks do 
not support any specific team. 
Olympiakos were the most popular 
team (23.5 percent), followed by 
Panathinaikos (16.1), AEK (14.9), 
Aris Salonika (5.4), and PAOK 
Salonica (5.1). The poll also showed 
that 37.4 percent of Greeks believe 
hooligans are responsible for violence 
at matches, with 19.1 percent 
believing that referees arc 
responsible. Over a month ago, the 
Greek Federation stripped PAOK of 
three points and ordered them to play 
their next five home games away 
from their stadium as a punishment 
for violence by their fans during a 
match against AEK. They were also 
fined $1 1 000. Thirty people were 
injured and eight arrests were made 
during the match, which was 
abandoned by the referee in the 75th 
minute with AEK leading 3-1. The 
incident led to the resignation of the

board and club president Thomas 
Voulinos. Fans have since claimed 
to be in control of the club. I feel that 
the fine was not enough. This type of 
incident should not be tolerated! My 
point is that people love this violence 
and do not understand its impl ications 
on the sport of soccer. I say such 
idiots should be banned and more 
punishment should be placed on the 
team, just to wake the fans up; unless 
the hooliganism stops, the fans should 
feel threatened to lose their team. 

In Switzerland, an 
unexpected managerial casualty was 
Claude Andrcy, fired by Basel. His 
position was taken by Oldrich Svab, 
once the club's technical director. 

In Turkey, the Turkish 



national team played in Holland for a 
friendly game against Vitesse 
Arnhem, which was marred by a 
pitch invasion. Several Turkish 
supporters tried to attack the referee, 
and the match had to be abandoned. 

In Malta, champions 
Hibernians are negotiating a return 
to Malta of ex-Floriana and Naxxar 
striker Brian Crawley. It is still 
unclear whether Robert Docherty or 
George Lawrence will make way for 
the Irishman. 

In Croatia, national coach 
Miroslav Blaze vie is facing the most 
testing time of his career following 
his arrest and imprisonment in France 
for his alleged role in the Marseille 
bribery scandal. Blazevic was named 



during the trial of Bernard Tapie, the 
former president of Marseille. It was 
alleged that $104,000 was paid into 
his Swiss bank account, or rather the 
account of First Erben AG, the 
company owned by Blazevic. Former 
Marseille director Jean Pierre Be mes 
claimed that Blazevic had used the 
money to "help Tapie in muddy 
deals.'' 

In Uruguay, Penarol 
retained the Uruguayan title to make 
it three in succession and 32 since the 
start of pro soccer 
in 1933. Penarol 
played nervously 
in front of 70 000 
fans at the 
Centcnario. 
Penarol won 3- 1 
despite finishing 
with fewer than 
1 1 on the field. 
Penarol were 
leading 2-0 with 
half an hour to go 
when Canobio of 
Nacional and 
Penarol 's two 
scorers, Lima and 
Romero, were 
sent off.

Super Bowl XXX

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Adrian Gedye: Canadian Triathlete

Perhaps it is because the 
triathlon is not one ot Canada*s more 
popular sports that Adrian Gedye has 
not received more credit as one of 
Sudbury^s finest athletes. In truth, he 
probably deserves to be endowed with 
celebrity status within the region, if 
there is such thing in our great white 
north. Adrian has certainly earned 
the right to be labelled one of the 
brighter stars in the Canadian sports 
universe. And to top all of that off, he 
is Laurentian alumnus. 

Adrian Gedye attended 
Laurentian University between 1 988 
and 1991. In that span, he completed 
a three year geography degree and 
swam for the Laurentian swim team. 
He also ran for the cross country 
running team in 1991. Gedye, 26, is 
now a triathlete who competes 
professionally in Canada and as an 
amateur internationally. 

"Mearncd a lot, especially 
training under Dr. JenoTihanyi," says 
Gedye of the Aqua Vecs' head coach. 
"I've taken a lot of the things that he 
taught me from my swim training 
and preparation for competition and 
tied it into triathlon. A lot of the 
fundamental principles have worked 
for triathlon that were successful for 
me in swimming." 

Gedye's success in 
swimming included two top six 
finishes in the 100m and 200m 
breaststrokeandsixtopeightfinishcs 
in OUAA competition. One season, 
Gedye and the Men's Swimming 
relay team were three-tenths out of 
winning an OUAA medal, finishing 
fifth. Gedye was a member of the 
1991 Aqua Voyageurs who finished 
fourth overall in the OUAA. 

. Adrian began competing in 
triathlons in 1 986 but w^is not serious 
about until 1989. In 1991, he had a 
successful finish at the World 
Championships in Australia. He 
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Unishcd 13th in the 20-24 aizc 
division. By the end of the 
season, he was ranked among 
the lop 100 in the world, 
including professionals, at 22 
years of age. 

Gedye generally competes 
in the standard Olynipicdistancc 
of a 1 .5 km swim, a 40 km bike, 
and a i km run. To train for this 
distance, the average week of 
the Sudburian triathlete consists 
of s w i m n 1 i ng be t wee n 1 to 1 5 
km (4 or 5 times per week), 
biking 250 to 350 km. and 
running 50 km. He admits that 
these numbers can vary, 
especially with the 

unpredictable cold Northern 
weather. 

And does he follow a strict 
diet? 

'*1 kind of watch what 1 cat," 
he began almost ruefully. "I try 
not to eat a lot of junk food, 
although 1 really enjoy junk 
food. The last little while in the 
summer, I try to stay away from 
the beers a bit, although those 
are enjoyable, too, but that puts 



on weight and has some adverse 
effects." Adrian claims that the 
concept of consuming only 
carbohydrates while training is not 
valid. "You can utilize the energy 
from (specific good fats) a lot qu icker 
than carbohydrates." 

Triathletes of greater size 
than in the past have been successful 
in recent years, although it is by no 
means a big person's sport. At 5 '9", 
163 lbs., and with only six percent 
body fat, Gedye is bigger than the 
average male international triathlete. 
However, successful competitors 
vary in size. A former world 
champion, American Greg Welch 
stands 5'6" and weighs a mere 130 
lbs. In contrast to Welch, Germany's 
Jurgen Zack is 5' 11 " and weighs 1 75 
lbs. and has finished within the top 
three at the Iron-Man distance 
Hawaiian Open last season, which 
consists ofa 4 km swim, 1 80 km bike, 
and 42 km run. 

"It seems the ncxtgcncration 
oi triathletes arc a little more 
muscular, especially at the Olympic 
distance," said Gedye. 

Gedye named the Gemvans, 



the Americans, 
and the 

Australians as 
the top nations 
in this event. 
Howeverhealso 
named Canada 
as "a world 
power" in the 
triathlon. At the 
Australian 
World 
Championships 
in 1994, the 
Canadian Men's 
Professionals 
had a fourth, a 
fifth, and three 
others within the 
top 40. "They 
actually beat out 
the Australians 
for the (team) 
gold medal. The 
Canadian 
Women's 
Professional 
Triathlon team 
also won a gold 
medal in 1991 at 
the Australian 
World 
Championships, 
including a first 
and second 
finish." 

Adrian 
t -u r n e d 
professional in 
1994afterhefelt 
he was not 
getting much 
competition in 
Ontario and 
Canada amateur 
races. He 

regularly 
finished in the 
top five or ten. 
''It really 
started to come 
together in 
terms of 

performing at 
that elite level." 
Gedye 
describes the 
1995 season as 
the highlight of hiscareer.He finished 
with three second place finishes at 
the professional level. The tireless 
Gedye was forced to rest for six weeks 
after fracturing a bone in his right 
foot. Despite his bad break (pun 
intended), he later entered the 
President's Choice Series Race in 
Welland , Ontario and finished second 
out of a field of about 1000 
participants. He led the race until the 
final kilometer of the run. With this 
exceptional performance, he qualified 
for Canada's national team. 

Besides running, 

swimming, and biking around 400 
km per week, Gedye owns and 
manages a sporting goods store called 
"Pinnacle Sports." Many triathletes 
arc able to dedicate most of their time 
to training and running in triathlons 
constantly, making it harder for a 
business man like Gedye to compete. 
In addition to his full time 
job, the harsh Northern Ontario 
weather made training for the 1995 
World Triathlon Championships in 
Cancun more difficult. Training on 
an indoor stationary bicycle was 
"tough simply because of the boredom 



factor," said Gedye. 

Adrian finished 28th out of 
200 athletes in the 25-29 age category 
with a time of about two hours and 
five minutes. His usual time is about 
one hour and 54 minutes. Everyone 
was slowed down by swells as high 
as six feet in the ocean for the 1 .8 km 
swim (which is longer than standard 
Olympic distance) and the Cancun 
sun, burning at 35 degrees Celsius. 
The winning man in his category was 
a Brazilian with a time of about two 
hours. The German team took the 
team title; four Germans were leading 
off the bike and finished 2nd, 4th, 
5th, and 9th. Though finishing 28th, 
Gedye was one of the top ten athletes, 
as well as top Canadian, after the 
swim and bike. Gedye was 
disappointed in his run, but "a 
difference in one minute in my time 
would have meant gaining ten spots." 
"Considering we only had 
four days to acclimatize, I probably 
shouldn't have expected more, but it 
was a bit of a let-down. On the other 
hand, my performance on my swim 
and bike really motivates me for next 
season because I was within 30 
seconds of the top athletes in the 
world." Gedye finished behind only 
two other Canadians out of a total of 
nine in his division. 

Despite his respectable 
finishes in Canadian and international 
meets, the North American Triathlon 
ranking system has not named him 
within the top 20 in the continent. 
This grading is based on four 
American races, the Canadian 
Nationals, and the World 
Championships. Adrian had only 
raced in the latter two with third and 
28th placings. Adrian does notexpect 
to crack the top 25 in North America 
this year. 

"There is American 
favouritism in the rankings because 
they're the ones that make them. It is 
a very unjust system. Because it is 
unjust, we in Canada don't take it 
seriously. Canadian rankings are more 
important to us." In 1991, Adrian 
finished in third place amongst all 
North American participants in the 
World Championships but was not 
ranked in the top twenty of the North 
American Triathlon Rankings. 

Adrian is pursuing a new 
career in the professional duathlon, 
which consists of only a bike race and 
a run. He will be trying to qualify for 
the national team and participate in 
the World Duathlon Championships 
in Italy next year. Gedye believes he 
has a good chance of making the 
team because there are fewer 
duathletes than triathletes in Canada. 
He also plans to have more top five 
finishes in the triathlon. 

"I want to qualify as a 
professional (athlete), not an amateur, 
because the funding is obviously a lot 
better and it is more prestigious to run 
professionally." Adrian also looks to 
have a better finish in the 1996 World 
Championship Triathlon in 
Cleveland. Although he was 
disappointed with his run in Cancun, 
he eagerly anticipates the Cleveland 
meet. He believes that if he trains 
efficiently and improves his run, he 
might win a medal. 

"That's my next big goal."
